City report 
doesn’t warm 
up to liber 


Ride share. More 
plates, fewer restrictions 
could improve service, 
city officials say 


City officials want councillors to 
consider more taxi plates and 
even a dty-built app to improve 
service, but ride-share service 
Uber isn’t part of their solution. 

In a report going to council¬ 
lors next week, city staff sug¬ 
gest more plates, special plates 
for night-time service or letting 
regional cab companies work 
in Edmonton, as ways to im¬ 
prove service. 

Uber isn’t mentioned, how¬ 
ever, which the company said 
is disappointing, because other 
cities have changed bylaws to 
allow them to help. 

“The report by the City of 
Edmonton staff could benefit 
from the insights of other juris¬ 
dictions that have codified ride¬ 
sharing,” said Xavier Van Chau, 
a company spokesman. 

Coun. Andrew Knack said of 


the options administration has 
presented, lifting the cap on 
taxi plates is the most attract¬ 
ive to him. 

“I don’t know why this is 
the only industry that we so 
tightly regulate any more,” he 
said. 

Coun. Scott McKeen said the 
city needs to ensure vehicles 
are inspected, insured and 
operated by qualified drivers. 

He said he hasn’t made up 
his mind, but his focus will be 
the best service for Edmonton¬ 
ians. 

“I don’t know what our re¬ 
sponsibility is to protect the 
status quo if the status quo 
isn’t delivering high-quality 
service,” he said. 

Balraj Manhas, president 
of the United Cabbies Associa¬ 
tion, said adding more plates 
is a reasonable idea, but he 
wants to know how the city 
will address Uber’s current 
operations. 

“Adding more plates with¬ 
out stopping Uber would be 
disastrous for our industry,” he 
said.

Oliver not in 
favourof 
higher taxes 

Federal Finance Minister Joe 
Oliver says Canadians are 
already taxed too much and 
his government is looking at 
ways to lower taxes rather 
than raise them. 

Despite that position, Oli¬ 
ver says he won’t comment 
on Alberta Premier Jim Pren¬ 
tice musing that he might 
have to consider a sales tax 
as the province struggles to 
deal with low oil prices. 

“These are decisions that 
the provincial government 
will make. I don’t have any 
comment on that directly,” 
Oliver told reporters in Cal- 
gaiy on Thursday. 

Oliver did say if Alberta 
proceeded with a provincial 
sales tax, Ottawa would do 
what it has for other prov¬ 
inces who have harmonized 
their tax with the GST. 

British Columbia, Ontario 
and most Atlantic provinces 
were each given one-time 
payments ranging from $4.3 
billion in Ontario to $364 
million in New Brunswick 
to hand over control of their 
sales tax programs to the 
federal government. The 
harmonized sales tax was 
contentious in B.C., however, 
and was rejected by voters in 
a referendum. The province 
now collects the provincial 
and federal portions separ¬ 
ately again. 

Oliver was adamant that 
despite the stress put on 
the economy by lower oil 
revenues, there won’t be 
any tax increases from his 
government. 

“We’re not in favour of 
increased taxes. We’ve said 
that repeatedly. We think ... 
it makes life more unafford¬ 
able for Canadians.”

Students overcome with 
the pressures of schoolworlc 
could find relief by tickling 
the ol’ ivories, as the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta student union 
plans to set up two pianos on 
campus. 


U of A SU president Wil¬ 
liam Lau said by the end 
of Februaiy, students will 
be able to kick back at two 
“street pianos” as part of 
an effort to address student 
mental health. 

Lau said he hopes the in¬ 
itiative will give students just 
one more way to unwind and 
curb stress. 

“Hopefully along with 
these pianos, we’ll start to 
hear some music in these 
areas and for those students 
who play music themselves, 
it will help them connect 
with their roots and share 
some of their talents on cam¬ 
pus,” he said. 


According to Lau, mental 
health has become a top pri¬ 
ority for the U of A SU, after 
a 2013 survey from the Na¬ 
tional College Health Assess¬ 
ment revealed 89.8 per cent 
of Alberta university students 
felt overwhelmed. 

“The primary concern for 
mental health on campus is 
(focused) around the stress 
and coping with the stress 
and more broadly, beyond 
the stress, it’s the isolation 
and loneliness on campus,” 
Lau said.

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Edmonton shoppers dismayed 
as Target set to dose in Canada

Edmonton shoppers said they 
were shocked Thursday, after 
news broke the American-re¬ 
tail giant Target would be clos¬ 
ing its doors in Canada. 

Less than two years since 
Target first opened in the coun¬ 
try, it announced it would be 
closing 133 Canadian stores, 
affecting upwards of 17,600 
employees. 

Adriana Bandu said she 
was disappointed to hear the 
news Thursday as she passed 



through Target’s Kingsway 
Mall location. 

“I probably did 70 per cent 
of my Christmas shopping 
here. There were great deals, 
great prices,” said Bandu, add¬ 
ing she prefers the discount 
retailer to its competitors, in¬ 
cluding Walmart. 

“I found that it is less con¬ 
gested. I found the quality and 
the way the products look, 
they look more expensive and 
better than Walmart,” she 
said. 

Sarah, 28, who asked her 
last name not be published, 
said it’s sad to hear the stores 
will be closing, especially con¬ 
sidering all the jobs that will 
be affected. 

“It’s always sad to see busi¬ 
nesses go. There’s a loss of 
jobs and it means people are 
struggling,” said Sarah, who 
also preferred Target to other 
retailers. 


In a statement released by 
Target Corp., CEO and Chair¬ 
man Brian Cornell said it was 
a “difficult decision” to close 
the Canadian stores, but ne¬ 
cessary for the company’s fu¬ 
ture. 

“After a thorough review 
of our Canadian performance 
and careful consideration of 
the implications of all options, 
we were unable to find a real¬ 
istic scenario that would get 
Target Canada to profitability 
until at least 2021,” he said in 
the statement. 

In a statement, the com¬ 
pany said it plans on focus¬ 
ing on its U.S. store and that 
“nearly all Target Canada- 
based employees (will) receive 
a minimum of 16 weeks of 
compensation, including 
wages and benefits coverage 
for employees who are not re¬ 
quired for the full wind-down 
period.” 



Three men killed overseas known to police 



Edmonton police have con¬ 
firmed they were aware of 
three young men who alleged¬ 
ly traveled to Syria to fight 
with extremists before learn¬ 
ing of their death through the 
media. 

EPS Deputy Chief Brian 
Simpson said police had iden¬ 
tified the men as high-risk 
travellers and had been work¬ 
ing with RCMP on the case, 
but were limited in what they 
could do because of the infor¬ 
mation they had at the time. 

“The challenge with the 
policing environment in Can¬ 


ada, is when something hap¬ 
pens overseas the policing 
ability to get information in a 
timely fashion is dependent on 
the government in power and 
the processes in place,” he said. 

Simpson couldn’t confirm 
the exact time when police 
learned the men had been 
killed, but noted EPS became 
aware of the deaths through 
the media. 

He said police have seen a 
huge increase in the number 
of investigations of radicalized 
residents over the last year; 
such probes are resource-in¬ 


tensive. 

Calgaiy Imam Syed Sohar- 
wardy called the death of the 
three Edmonton men disturb¬ 
ing and said more needs to 
be done to prevent more Can¬ 
adians from being recruited. 

“I have been asking the gov¬ 
ernment for a long time to do a 
national inquiry to find out who 
is brainwashing them, who is 
funding the travel, who is facili¬ 
tating their travel,” he said. 

Soharwardy said he be¬ 
lieves people are being target¬ 
ed by local recruiters.

Georges Papineau, with 
the Iron Workers’ Union Lo¬ 
cal 720, said there is no rea¬ 
son the American firm that 
is doing part of the work 
needed to bring in staff 
from Colorado.

“We do have the skill set, 
we have the manpower, and 
we were not consulted,” he 
said. 

Papineau said there are 
local workers ready to join 
the project and this is an¬ 
other example of a bad gov¬ 
ernment program. 

“This is the govern¬ 
ment’s issue. This is the 
fact that the government 
will not police it or listen 
to skilled trades people,” he 
said. 

Gil McGowan, president 
of the Alberta Federation of 
Labour, said with Edmonton 


taxpayers footing the bill, 
the workers should be local. 

“That’s a slap in the face 
to unemployed iron work¬ 
ers who are just down the 
street but, frankly, I think 
it’s a slap in the face to Ed¬ 
monton taxpayers,” he said. 

Rick Daviss, the city’s 
executive director for the 
project, said the contractor 
has told the city there are 
five foreign workers acting 
as iron workers and a small 
handful doing supervisory 
work. 

He said more than 95 per 
cent of the workers on the 
project will be local. 

“By the time this project 
is finished, there will be 
about 3,500 workers going 
through the site,” he said.

City not looking to 
demolish stadium 


Edmonton’s Telus Field could 
attract a professional base¬ 
ball team, according to a city 
report, but there are some 
strikes against the facility. 

City councillors asked 
administration to look into 
the future of baseball last 
year after a separate report 
suggested tearing down the 
stadium. 

In a report going to coun¬ 
cil next week, the city asked 
league officials and team 
owners in a variety of minor 
leagues who all said Edmon¬ 
ton could host professional 
ball. 

“Overall there was cer¬ 


tainly good support to see 
how professional ball could 
thrive in our city,” said Rob 
Smyth, the city’s branch 
manager of recreation facili¬ 
ties. 

Among the city’s 
strengths was the park it¬ 
self, the baseball culture and 
the city’s strong economy. 
Unfortunately, the long dis¬ 
tances between Edmonton 
and other city centres makes 
travel for competing teams 
an issue. 

Smyth said the city hopes 
to look at the stadium in 
greater depth and develop a 
strategy. 

“Our plan is that we can 
have a solid plan after this 
season,” he said. 

The Edmonton Prospects 
currently play in the facility, 
attracting about 900 fans a 
game, but team owner Pat¬ 
rick Cassidy said if they had a 
long-term commitment they 
could succeed. 


“We’re making progress, 
but we’re kind of having to 
do it with one hand behind 
our back,” he said. 

Coun. Scott McKeen said 
he believes the facility could 


have a bright future. 

“I don’t think anybody on 
council has given up on pro¬ 
fessional sport on the civic 
stadium down in Rossdale,” 
he said. 


Edmonton advocates are saying 
an important reporting tool for 
victims of sexual assault is be¬ 
ing underutilized because of a 
lack of awareness. 

Executive director for the 
University of Alberta’s Sexual 
Assault Centre Leanne Wruclc 
said third-party reporting — 
an option for victims of sexual 
assault where a written state¬ 
ment is given to police, but the 
complainant remains anonym¬ 
ous — isn’t commonly used. 

“People don’t know about 
it,” said Wruclc, noting the 
centre filed three third-party 
reports in 2014 and 15 in total 
since 2007. 

The benefits of the report, 
Wruclc said, is that it gives vic¬ 
tims a chance to share their 
stoiy even if they’re not ready 
to go forward with an official 
police report, while still provid¬ 
ing important information to 
authorities. 

“This is an opportunity for 
them and to talk about what 
happened to them,” she said. 
“(It) gives police a chance to 
look for that serial type of be¬ 
haviour.” 


What is a third-party report? 


A third-party report is an 
anonymous form that in¬ 
cludes a written statement 
that is submitted to police 
and kept on file. 

According to Staff Sgt. 
Shawna Grimes of EPS Sexual 
Assault Unit, information from 
the reports are collected by ser¬ 
vice analysts, who record loca¬ 
tions and can cross-reference 
cases that have similarities. 

“It does give us information, 
but of course as police it doesn’t 
give us the total information 
that we would like, but it’s 
not nothing,” said Grimes. “So 
that’s a good thing.” 

Grimes said she hopes the 
option would help complain¬ 
ants who may not be ready to 
go through a more formal com¬ 
plaint process, but are aware 
police know about the situa¬ 
tion. 

“It’s a baby step, but it’s a 
step none the less,” she said.

Health Council clears 
medevac relocation

The relocation of medevac 
services from the city centre 
airport came at no cost to pa¬ 
tients, according to a new re¬ 
port from the Health Quality 
Council of Alberta. 

In a report issued this 
week the council determined 
that, despite concerns about 
the relocation to the Edmon¬ 
ton International Airport, pa¬ 
tients have not suffered. 

“No adverse patient safety 
or care issues were identified 
that could be associated dir¬ 
ectly with the relocation of 
medevac service,” reads the 
report. 

The study looked at 232 


patients who were trans¬ 
ferred from rural hospitals 
to Edmonton through either 
fixed wing flights or helicop¬ 
ters in emergency situations. 
Of those cases, eight patients 
died within 24 hours of the 
transfer, but the council 
found speed was not a factor. 

Edmonton Coun. Ben 
Henderson said it’s reassur¬ 
ing to see the city’s prior 
statements about the closure 
backed up. 

“We have said this since 
day one and that in actual 
fact we could improve the 
service,” he said. 

The quality council did 
make suggestions to improve 
service, but they are mostly 
centered around improve¬ 
ments at rural hospitals. 

Health Minister Stephen 
Mandel said the government 
is currently working on an 
implementation plan. 

“They wifi be acted upon,” 
he said.

Stopping a heart 
attack in its tracks 


U of A, Research leads 
to vital treatment for 
emergency cardiac 
patients before 
reaching the hospital 


University of Alberta research¬ 
ers have found a system to 
abort a heart attack before 
it happens, or prevent heart 
muscle damage, by using clot- 
busting drugs either in the pa¬ 
tient’s home or on the ambu¬ 
lance ride to the hospital. 

New research by local 
cardiologists published in the 
Canadian Journal of Cardiol¬ 
ogy highlights the benefits 
of the Vital Heart Response 
(VHR) system — a way to 
diagnose and treat patients 
by co-ordinating care from 
on-scene paramedics with 
calls to doctors, and using 
key drugs, ideally within an 
hour of onset of the cardiac 


episode. “Once a heart attack 
is recognized, we can treat 
with life-saving therapies 
whether a patient is in a rural 
farm house or a downtown 
high-rise,” said Dr. Kevin 
Bainey, one of the study’s au¬ 
thors and a cardiologist at the 
Mazanlcowslci Alberta Heart 
Institute. 

“Our study found that if 
patient’s present within an 
hour, then one in three cases 
can leave the hospital with¬ 
out heart damage.” 

That was true for Deb¬ 
bie Robertson, a 57-year-old 
mother of three who called 
EMS after feeling severe up¬ 
per back and neck pain. 

“The paramedics gave me 
an injection in the ambu¬ 
lance and, within 10 minutes, 
I felt great. These guys saved 
my life,” said Robertson. 

The University Hospi¬ 
tal Foundation provided a 
$225,000 seed grant for the 
research, which led to a pro¬ 
gram now unique in Canada.

“We accelerate innovation,” 
said Law. 

Bainey said that while the 
program has put the univer¬ 
sity on the map, he wants to 
emphasize making an early 
call to 911 for people experi¬ 
encing symptoms of heart at¬ 
tack.

Parsons case. 

Man gets one year 
of probation for 
distributing child porn

The court proceedings sur¬ 


rounding the distribution 
of child porn in the Reh- 
taeh Parsons case may be 
over, but her mother says 
Rehtaeh’s story is far from 
finished as she awaits the 
results of a review into how 
her daughter’s case was han¬ 
dled by police. 

On Thursday, the second 
man who pleaded guilty 
in the child-porn case was 
sentenced in Halifax youth 


court to a year of probation 
for distributing a sexually 
graphic image showing Re- 
htaeh, who was 15, leaning 
out of a window as he smiled 
at the camera and gave a 
thumbs-up sign. 

“Justice will only be 
served if this young man 
takes a different path in his 
life,” Rehtaeh’s mother, Leah 
Parsons, told reporters out¬ 
side court. 


The 17-year-old Parsons 
died after being taken off 
life-support following a sui¬ 
cide attempt in April 2013. 
Her parents say she was bul¬ 
lied for months as a result of 
the photo. 

The 20-year-old was or¬ 
dered to attend counselling, 
not contact Parsons’ family, 
not drink or possess alcohol 
and submit a DNA sample, 
among other conditions.

No reprieve for 
jailed journalist 

Foreign Affairs Minister 
John Baird said he “didn’t 
leave Canada with any 
expectation that we could 
solve the issue today” 
regarding the case of 
imprisoned Egyptian-Can- 
adian journalist Mohamed 
Fahmy. 

Baird made the com¬ 
ments during a visit to

Full retreat. Target

Less than two years after Target 
Corp. threw open the doors of 
its first Canadian stores with 
grand expectations, the dis¬ 
count retailer is retreating back 
to the United States in defeat. 

The Minneapolis-based 
company said Thursday it has 
decided to wind up its money¬ 
losing operations in Canada, 
a move that affects 133 stores 
and 17,600 employees across 
most of the countiy. 

“After a thorough review of 
our Canadian performance and 
careful consideration of the 
implications of all options, we 
were unable to find a realistic 
scenario that would get Target 



Canada to profitability until at 
least 2021,” said Target chair¬ 
man and chief executive Brian 
Cornell in the announcement. 

Before its launch, Target was 
once considered the biggest 
threat to Canadian businesses, 


partly because its reputation 
with consumers was unique. 
Many Canadians would trek 
south of the border to wander 
the aisles of U.S. Target stores 
searching for deals and prod¬ 
ucts they couldn’t find at home. 


But when Target arrived in 
Canada the stoiy wasn’t the 
same, as complaints flooded so¬ 
cial media about empty shelves, 
high prices and a selection that 
fell short of expectations.

Retailers off-target 


Target is far from the first 
retailer that has had trouble 
breaking into other markets. 
Here are some others: 


• Walmart. The world’s 
largest retailer, which now 
operates in 27 countries, 
rarely acknowledges defeat.

Closures send 
a ‘very strong 
message’ 


Target Despite high 
expectations, discount 
retailer's foray into 
the Canadian market 
is a cautionary tale for 
U.S. companies 


U.S. retailers planning to cross 
the border can learn some valu¬ 
able lessons from the failure 
of Target, which announced 
Thursday it is shutting down 
its 133 Canadian stores just two 
years after its launch. 

“It’s a huge thing, after two 
years, for a brand like Target 
to wave the white flag,” said 
Doug Stephens, the founder of 
Toronto-based consulting firm 
Retail Prophet. “I think that 
really sends a veiy strong mes¬ 
sage to others that maybe the 
Canadian market isn’t the easy 
pickings that they thought it 
might be.” 

Canadians, who had high 
hopes for the discount retailer 
known for its broad product 
selection and low prices, were 
underwhelmed when they dis¬ 
covered bare shelves and less- 
than-impressive pricing. 

It all speaks to the import¬ 
ance of understanding the 
Canadian market and making 
a good first impression, Ste¬ 
phens said. 

“You’ve got to deliver on 
customer expectations or ex¬ 
ceed them.” 

Target’s missteps, including 
supply chain issues that left 
shelves nearly empty during 
the all-important launch, could 
serve as a cautionaiy tale for 
other U.S. retailers, experts say. 

Retail analyst Mark Satov 
said the biggest lesson for U.S. 


retailers is to test the Canadian 
market by entering at a grad¬ 
ual pace, rather than opening a 
large number of stores at once. 

“You dip your toe into a new 
market and you learn, while 
controlling the potential loss,” 
Satov said. 

When Target first entered 
Canada, they opened more 
than 120 stores in the first year 
— a “Herculean feat” for any 
retailer, said Stephens. 

Due to factors including 
higher taxes, steeper labour 
costs and greater consolida¬ 
tion in Canada, it was impos¬ 
sible for the retailer to offer the 
same low prices as it does to 
U.S. consumers, said Satov. 

Daniel Baer, a Canadian 
retail industry expert at Ernst 
& Young, said the country’s 
population is spread over a lar¬ 
ger geographic area than the 
U.S., which raises distribution 
costs and should be considered 
when deciding where to place 
distribution centres. 

While U.S. chains may 
pause to consider Target’s fail¬ 
ure, the company’s exodus is 
good news for other Canadian 
retailers, with Walmart Canada 
and Canadian Tire set to bene¬ 
fit the most, according to RBC 
analyst Irene Nattel. 

However, Baer says there 
is still room in the Canadian 
retail market for new U.S. en¬ 
trants that have a compelling 
offer. 

“I think we’ll continue to 
see U.S. retailers come into 
the market,” he said. “There 
are some that have entered 
the market quite successfully. 
I think what we’ll see is that 
they’ll enter the market using 
a more paced, or more meas¬ 
ured, approach.”

Target’s attempt to break 
into the Canadian retail 
marketplace may not deter 
other U.S.-based companies 
from trying to do the same, 
but that doesn’t mean they 
won’t take lessons away from 
Target Corp. and its two-year 
Canadian project. 

Seattle-based Nordstrom 


recently launched a location 
in Calgaiy and is set to open 
new stores in Vancouver and 
Ottawa later this year. 

The company will also 
open three stores in Toronto 
in 2016 and 2017. 

Saks Fifth Avenue, which 
was acquired by Hudson’s Bay 
Co. in 2013, is slated to open 
its first two Canadian stores 
in Toronto in 2016. 

Although the luxuiy retail¬ 
ers are catering to a different 


demographic than Target. 
Doug Stephens, founder of 
the Toronto-based consult¬ 
ing firm Retail Prophet, said 
they would do well to heed 
some of Target’s hard-earned 
lessons. 

“Anyone who lives in 
Canada and has shopped in a 
Saks Fifth Avenue store or in 
a Nordstrom store has an ex¬ 
pectation that service is going 
to be absolutely outstanding, 
that the products are going to 


be merchandised beautifully 
and that the quality of eveiy- 
thing is going to be wonder¬ 
ful,” said Stephens. 

“The Bay has a lot at stake 
here ... They can’t afford to 
let the Saks Fifth Avenue cus¬ 
tomer down. If they do they’ll 
lose them forever. And Holt 
Renfrew will simply sit there 
with its arms folded and say, 
‘See we told you. You never 
should have left us in the first 

place.’” THE CANADIAN PRESS

The federal government has al¬ 
lotted $50,000 for celebrations 
for the upcoming 50th birthday 
of the iconic Maple Leaf flag.

Canadian Heritage said 
Thursday that the $50,000 in¬ 
cludes binds for promotional 
material, a photo exhibit dur¬ 
ing Ottawa’s upcoming Win- 
terlude festivities and various 
“outreach products.” 

In an email, a spokesman 


also said the department has 
provided more than $200,000 
to organizations, including 
provincial lieutenant-govern¬ 
ors, for their 50th birthday pro¬ 
jects. 

By way of contrast, the gov¬ 
ernment announced earlier 
this week it will spend $1.5 mil¬ 
lion on a cross-countiy project 
to raise awareness about the 
Holodomor, a state-sponsored 
famine in Ukraine in 1932-33 
in which millions starved while 
resisting Soviet collectivist poli¬ 
cies.

Flu vaccine. This year’s 
formula isn't that 
effective, according to 
a new report 


A new report from American 
scientists suggests this year’s 
flu vaccine is offering modest 
levels of protection against the 
influenza viruses that are in 
circulation. 

And while Canadian esti¬ 
mates are still being worked 
on, there is reason to suspect 
the vaccine effectiveness in 
this countiy may be lower still 
than what is being seen south 
of the border. 

The report, published 
Thursday by the U.S. Centers 
for Disease Control, suggests 
that on average, the vaccine 
lowers a person’s risk of get¬ 
ting sick enough to need med¬ 
ical care by 23 per cent. 

That low level of protec¬ 
tion is attributed to the fact 
that the H3N2 viruses that are 
causing most of the flu this 


year in North America aren’t a 
good match for the one in this 
year’s vaccine. 

The CDC report says about 
two-thirds of the H3N2 viruses 
seen in the U.S. so far this win¬ 
ter are not the type included in 
the vaccine because the virus¬ 
es have mutated or drifted. 

A leading Canadian flu 


researcher says in Canada, 
nearly all the H3N2 viruses 
that are being seen are dribed 
viruses, so the vaccine may not 
be working as well here. 

Dr. Danuta Slcowronski of 
the British Columbia Centre 
for Disease Control says the 
U.S. study shows modest pro¬ 
tection in children aged six 


months to 17 years. But in 
18- to 49-year-olds, and people 
aged 50 or older, the protec¬ 
tion is 12 and 14 per cent, re¬ 
spectively — and the numbers 
aren’t statistically significant. 
That means the protection of¬ 
fered in these groups could be 
higher but could be lower as 

well. THE CANADIAN PRESS

Obama pushes for

U.S. President Barack Obama on 
Thursday renewed his push for 
paid leave for parents and other 
workers, saying he’s astonished 
so many people don’t get paid 
sick leave. 

“How can we support work¬ 
ing families so they have the 
tools to succeed in this new 
economy?” Obama asked at 
a Baltimore cafe that offers 
earned sick leave to workers. 
He and Sen. Barbara Mikulsld 
(D-Md.) had just discussed work- 
life balance with women. 


A Mormon man well-known 
for running a website that 
provides a forum for church 
members questioning their 
faith said Thursday that he is 
set to be kicked out of the reli¬ 
gion later this month. 

John Dehlin of Logan, 
Utah, said a regional church 
letter informed him that a 
disciplinaiy hearing is sched¬ 
uled for Jan. 25, at which he’s 
likely to be censured or ex¬ 
communicated. 

The letter cites the web¬ 
site, Mormonstories.org, and 


The White House said this 
week that Obama will make a 
new push on the issue, begin¬ 
ning with the state of the union 
address he delivers Tuesday 
night. 

Obama will call on Congress, 
states and cities to pass meas¬ 
ures to allow tens of millions 
of workers to earn up to a week 
of paid sick time a year. He’ll 
ask Congress for more than $2 
billion to encourage states to 
create paid family and medical 
leave programs. 

In addition, Obama aims to 
provide federal employees with 
up to six weeks of paid sick 
leave to care for a new child. 
And he’ll propose Congress pass 
legislation to give federal work¬ 
ers an additional six weeks of 
paid parental leave. 

Obama said the Baltimore 
cafe owner has offered above¬ 
minimum-wage pay and earned 


his public support of same-sex 
marriage as reasons for ac¬ 
cusing him of apostasy, Deh¬ 
lin said. The church defines 
apostasy as “repeatedly acting 
in clear, open, and deliber¬ 
ate public opposition to the 
church or its faithful leaders, 
or persisting, after receiving 
counsel, in teaching false doc¬ 
trine.” 

Excommunication is rare 
and brings down the harsh¬ 
est punishment available on a 
church member.

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19,000 French sites 
hit by cyberattacks 



Security. Two suspects 
dead in shootout in 
Belgian anti-terror raid 


Belgian security forces killed 
two terror suspects with links 
to Syria in a fierce shootout 
in the eastern city of Venders 
on Thursday and arrested an¬ 
other, foiling a major and im¬ 
minent attack against police 
buildings, authorities said. 

The raid came amid an 
international hunt for pos¬ 
sible accomplices to attack¬ 
ers who killed 17 people in 
France last week before being 
shot dead by police. Those 
attacks, by men claiming al¬ 
legiance to the Islamic State 
group in Syria and al-Qaida 
in Yemen, have raised fears 
around Europe of more at¬ 
tacks. 

Belgian federal magistrate 
Eric Van der Sypt said in Brus¬ 


sels that there was no link at 
this stage between the Paris 
attacks and the Belgian oper¬ 
ation, which he said is the 
result of an investigation that 
has been underway for a few 
weeks. 

The suspects immediately 
opened fire on police when 
they closed in on them near 
the city’s train station, he 
said. There was an intense 
firelight for several minutes 
on an upper level of a build¬ 
ing in Venders where the raid 
took place, which appears to 
be residential. Police build¬ 
ings were the target of an at¬ 
tack expected within hours 
or days. “We still expect a 
number of arrests,” said Van 
der Sypt. the associated press

Charlie Hebdo fallout. 

France is on edge 
since last week's 
terror attacks; French 
president seeks to 
calm religious tensions 


Hackers have targeted 
about 19,000 French web¬ 
sites since a rampage by 
Islamic extremists left 20 
dead last week, a top French 
cyberdefence official said 
Thursday as the president 
tried to calm the nation’s 
inflamed religious tensions. 

France is on edge since 
last week’s attacks, which 
began Jan. 7 at the satirical 
newspaper Charlie Hebdo. 

The paper, repeatedly 
threatened for its carica¬ 
tures of the Muslim Prophet 
Muhammad, buried sev¬ 
eral of its slain staff mem¬ 
bers Thursday even as it 
reprinted another weekly 
issue with Muhammad on 
its cover. 

Calling it an unpreced¬ 
ented surge, Admiral Ar- 
naud Coustilliere, head of 
cyberdefence for the French 
military, said about 19,000 
French websites had faced 
cyberattacks in recent 
days, some carried out by 
well-known Islamic hacker 
groups. 

The attacks, mostly 
relatively minor denial-of- 
service attacks, hit sites as 
varied as military regiments 
to pizza shops but none ap¬ 


peared to have caused ser¬ 
ious damage, he said. 

Military authorities 
launched round-the-clock 
surveillance to protect the 
government sites still com¬ 
ing under attack. 

“What’s new, what’s 


important, is that this is 
19,000 sites — that’s never 
been seen before,” Coustil¬ 
liere said. 

“This is the first time that 
a country has been faced 
with such a large wave.” 

Among the groups sus¬ 


pected of launching the 
attacks, French officials 
named MECA: Middle East 
Cyber Army, Fallaga team 
and Cyber Caliphate. 

According to Arbor Net¬ 
works, a private company 
that monitors Internet 
threats, in a 24-hour period 
alone, France was the target 
of 1,070 denial of service at¬ 
tacks. 

That’s about a quarter as 
many as the United States, 
but the U.S. hosts 30 times 
as many websites. 

Coustilliere called the at¬ 
tacks a response to the mas¬ 
sive demonstrations against 
terrorism that drew 3.7 mil¬ 
lion people into the streets 
Sunday across France. 

He pointed to groups that 
used tactics like posting ji- 
hadist symbols on compan¬ 
ies’ websites. 

President Francois Hol- 
lande insisted Thursday that 
any anti-Muslim or anti- 
Semitic acts must be “se¬ 
verely punished.” 

He said France’s Muslims 
should be respected, “just 
as they themselves should 
respect the nation. "In the 
face of terrorism, we are all 
united,” he said at the In¬ 
stitute of the Arab World in 
Paris. 

The government an¬ 
nounced Thursday it would 
give citizenship to a Malian 
immigrant who saved sev¬ 
eral Jewish shoppers last 
week by hiding them in the 
kosher market’s basement.

Learjet 85. Slow sales,

Bombardier’s shares plunged 
more than 25 per cent in 
heavy trading Thursday fol¬ 
lowing a revised outlook for 
its aerospace business, includ¬ 
ing plans to put development 
of the Learjet 85 business jet 
on hold, eliminating 1,000 
jobs in the United States and 
Mexico. 

On the Toronto Stock Ex¬ 
change, the Montreal-based 
company’s shares dropped 
$1.07, or 25.85 per cent, to 
a more-than-two-year low of 
$3.07 on a very heavy volume 
of some 65 million shares. 

The aerospace and rail 
equipment manufacturer said 
before markets opened that it 
would “pause” development 
of the Learjet 85, but con¬ 
tinue to sell other models 


and focus on two other air¬ 
craft programs — the Global 
7000/8000 business jet and 
the much-delayed CSeries 
passenger jet for commercial 
airlines. 

About 600 employees who 
worked on the Learjet 85 will

BlackBerry. Shares give back gains 


BlackBerry shares have given 
back a little over half of the 
spectacular gains that they 
made late Wednesday after a 
news report said the Canadian 
smartphone company had 
been approached by South 
Korean rival Samsung with a 
takeover offer. 

Both companies have since 
issued denials. 

BlaclcBeriy responded late 
Wednesday that it has not 
engaged in discussions with 
Samsung Electronics Co. Ltd. 
about a possible takeover and 
Samsung sent an email saying 
the report was “groundless.” 

Reuters said Samsung had 
met with BlackBerry execu¬ 
tives over the possibility of 
buying the Canadian com¬ 
pany for $7.5 billion US. The 
news agency cited both a 
source familiar with the pro¬ 
posal and related documents.

The two companies are rivals 
in the smartphone business 
but have worked together on 
technology. 

BlackBerry and Samsung 
announced a partnership last 
November where the Wat¬ 
erloo, Ont.-based company 
made its mobile security tech¬ 
nology available for the An¬ 
droid operating system that 
is used in many of Samsung’s 


smartphones. 

For BlaclcBeriy, the ar¬ 
rangement gave their soft¬ 
ware the ability to work on 
Samsung’s Galaxy and Note 
smartphones, while it provid¬ 
ed Samsung an opportunity to 
get the attention of business 
customers that BlackBerry 
courts. 

Samsung has been focused 
on selling its Knox security 
software to the business com¬ 
munity in an effort to com¬ 
pete against similar offerings 
being developed by Apple Inc.

Sometimes cliches are cli¬ 
ches because they are true.

No news is usually good 
news — unless you’re the 
editor of a newspaper with 
blank pages to fill — and 
the math behind a penny 
saved is a penny earned 
isn’t so hard to figure out, 
but recently the veracity of 
any publicity being good 
publicity has been put to 
the test. 

The Sony hack and ensu¬ 
ing commotion that swirled 
around the Seth Rogen 
movie The Interview gar¬ 
nered headlines around the 
world, moving the story off 
the entertainment pages 
and into the news sections. 

Stories, some true some 
not, and reviews, some 
good, some not, lit up social 
media. 

The brouhaha surround¬ 
ing the film lived at the very 
heart of popular culture 
for several weeks and even 
President Obama weighed 
in. But notwithstanding the 
endorsement of the most 
powerful film critic in the 
world, the movie is unlikely 
to actually make money. 

The Guardian suggests 
The Interview’s total cost 
sits somewhere near $80 
million in production and 
marketing costs, and at the

Cyber crime is a hot-button 
topic but it doesn’t make 
for veiy compelling cinema.

This weekend Blackhat 
stars Chris Hemsworth as 
the world’s best-looking 
computer hacker, now serv¬ 
ing a 15-year sentence for 
internet crime. 

Authorities give him a 
get-out-of-jail-free card be¬ 
cause he’s the only comput¬ 
er whiz on earth geelcified 
enough to stop a cyber ter¬ 
rorist from causing havoc. 

You might think a hack¬ 
ing movie would be perfect¬ 
ly timed to take advantage 
of the hoopla surrounding 
the Sony situation and yet 
Universal made no attempt 
to connect the dots between 
real-life events and their 
movie. 

Why? The New York 
Times, quoting unnamed 
sources, opined that “tick¬ 
et buyers could be tired of 
hacking stories after weeks 
of media attention on Sony, 
and a film that is too topical 
might strike potential view¬ 
ers as less entertaining.”

Selma seemed like a 
no-brainer Acad¬ 
emy Awards 
shoe-in: the 

first Hollywood 
film about Mar¬ 
tin Luther King 
Jr. (played by 
David Oyelowo), 
directed not by 
a white man but 
by a black woman 
(Ava DuVernay), re¬ 
leased into the world 
amidst race-related 
marches and pro¬ 
tests not too dissimi¬ 
lar from the ones re¬ 
created in the film. 

To paraphrase (with 
censoring) William 
Hurt in A Histoiy of 
Violence, how do you 
screw that up? 

And yet Selma 
wound up with a mere 
two nominations, one 
for best song (by John 
Legend and Common, 
that won a Golden 
Globe Sunday) and a 
token one for best pic¬ 
ture. “Token best pic¬ 
ture nomination” is a 
strange-sound¬ 
ing term, but 
that’s how 
it goes when 
there are now 


eight best picture nominees. 
Would Selma have even got¬ 
ten that in the age of five 
nominees? 

Also snubbed were DuVer¬ 
nay, whose win would have 
been the kind of stoiy Os¬ 
car voters (and journos, and 
readers) love, and Oyelowo 
(ditto). But hey, AMAPS feted 
12 Years a Slave last year, so 
maybe they think they can 
take a year off from caring 
about race? 

Also ignored was 
Ralph Fiennes’ alert, 
hilarious turn in 
Wes Anderson’s The 
Grand Budapest Ho¬ 
tel, which nonetheless 
received nine nom¬ 
inations — the 
most of any 
single film. 
(In second 
came Bird- 
man, with 
eight.) Jake 
Gyllenhaal 
was MIA 
for his elec¬ 
tric turn as 
a sociopathic 
freelance jour¬ 
nalist in Night- 
crawler. And 
after a baldly 
transparent Os¬ 
car campaign 
for her tiny film 
Cake, Jennifer 
Aniston — who 
gained weight for 
the film — was not 
among the best ac¬ 
tress nominees. 

Upsets also hap¬ 
pened in the best 
animated feature 
category — where 
one of the year’s 
biggest and most in¬ 
ventive hits, The Lego 
Movie, was nowhere 
to be found 
— and best 
documen¬ 
tary feature. 
In the lat¬ 
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ter, the major upset was the 
omission of the Roger Ebert 
documentary Life Itself, to 
say nothing of films like Fred¬ 
erick Wiseman’s National 
Galleiy. 

In brighter news, Marion 
Cotillard received a surprise 
nomination for the Belgian 
drama Two Days, One Night 
— a surprise only because it’s 
a small film that definitely de¬ 
serves any and all accolades. 


The Polish film Ida joined the 
Russian tragedy Leviathan, 
both excellent, among nom¬ 
inees for best foreign lan¬ 
guage film. And despite being 
largely ignored by the Golden 
Globes, Clint Eastwood’s non- 
jingoistic American Sniper 
walked off with six nomina¬ 
tions, including picture and 
actor, for Bradley Cooper. 

Perhaps the best news, 
after The Grand Budapest 


Hotel’s many noms, is Boy¬ 
hood and its six nominations, 
including picture, director 
(for Richard Linklater), and 
supporting actress (Patricia 
Arquette) and actor (Ethan 
Hawke). Filmed piecemeal 
over 12 years, Boyhood won 
the Golden Globe for best pic¬ 
ture (drama) and seems to be 
the frontrunner for the big¬ 
gest trophy. 

Also continuing their 


awards season dominance 
were Birdman, The Imita¬ 
tion Game and The Theoiy 
of Eveiything, which cleaned 
up in the acting categories. 
And if anyone cares, Inter¬ 
stellar received two separate 
sound nominations, despite 
complaints that at times few 
could even make out what the 
hell the actors were saying. 

The ceremony airs on Sun¬ 
day, Feb. 22.

When you hire the guy who 
plays Thor in The Avengers 
to be the lead hacker in your 
cyber-security drama, you 
accept that he’s going to be 
one of those rare hackers in 
really, really good shape. 

But Michael Mann want¬ 
ed it to at least be plausible 
that Chris Hemsworth’s 
superhuman physique could 
belong to an expert coder. 

So we meet Hathaway 
— Hemsworth’s character 
in Blackhat — behind bars, 
doing time for computer 
crimes, and a lot of push¬ 
ups. 

“Once I’m done with 
Thor, I get rid of that bulk 
and size because that just 
sort of screams that charac¬ 
ter,” Hemsworth explains. 
“Me and Michael talked 
about the time he’d spent in 
prison. You go in one person 
and come out another and, 
through those experiences 
he was going to physically 
be able to handle himself.” 

Being able to pull that off 
meant more than the usual 
post-Thor slim-down. 

“I wanted to do more 
with my training than just 
running on the treadmill 
and trying to get rid of the 
weight,” he says. “I’ve boxed 


a lot in the past and done a 
lot of Muay Thai.” 

Of course, hitting the 
gym wasn’t the only train¬ 
ing Hemsworth had to 
undergo. He also had to pass 
muster behind a keyboard, 
something that was much 
more foreign to him. 

So time spent with the 
cyber-security experts hired 
for the film — some of them 
former black hat hackers 
(the ‘dark side’ hackers) — 
proved invaluable. 

“I was pretty limited in 
my digital, cyber involve¬ 
ment. It fascinated me,” he 
says. “It became evident 
pretty quick that the major¬ 
ity of us knew nothing com¬ 
pared to what these guys 
knew. 

“I remember asking one 
of the guys, ‘Knowing what 
you know, do you look at 
the world differently? Do 
you feel you have an upper 
hand?’ 

“He just started laugh-

ing. He said, ‘Man, people 
have no idea how exposed 
they are and vulnerable and 
what’s possible.’ 

“And that’s it, that’s the 
power now: the brains. Not 
just in the criminal world 
but anywhere, they’re the 
guys that are the super¬ 
heroes, you know? That 
sort of highly intelligent, 
alien-type advancement 
that these guys seem to 
have within themselves was 
something that, every day, 
impressed me.” 

Also impressive was 
Mann’s insistence on shoot¬ 
ing on location, in places as 
authentic to the story as pos¬ 
sible — which took them to 


Kuala Lumpur, Jakarta and 
Hong Kong. 

“You could shoot on 
the backlot in L.A. some¬ 
where, in some parking lot 
and mock it up on a green 
screen, which I’ve had 
plenty of over the years. But 
you have a visceral, physical 
response to being in those 
places,” he explains. 

“The sights and sounds 
and smells just bring some¬ 
thing out of you, and you’re 
not having to fake or im¬ 
agine that it’s there. It be¬ 
comes as much of an actor 

— something you bounce off 

— as the other people you’re 
working with. 

“That was such a treat, 
to work in those places, 
which are loud and noisy. A 
lot of the time, I remember 
the sound guy was worried 
about it, ‘We can’t shoot 
this, it’s too much noise.’ 
And Michael was just, ‘No, 
no, keep going, this is 
great.’” 


Director James Cameron 
said Wednesday that writing 
three Avatar sequels is such 
a complex job he will delay 
the first film by a year, so it 
will now be released in late 
2017. 

Cameron plans to film 
all of the highly anticipated 
sequels at one time and then 
release the three films over 
consecutive years. 

The first had been due 
in late 2016, but he said the 
writing process proved to be 
“very involved” and that the 
initial target date was prob¬ 
ably too ambitious. 

“There’s a layer of com¬ 
plexity in getting the stoiy to

Cameron said the goal 
is to have the three scripts 
completed this month. He’s 
leading the writing team. 

“We’re writing three 
simultaneously. And 
we’ve done that so 
that eveiything 
tracks throughout 
the three films. 

We’re not just 
going to do one 
and then make up 
another one and an¬ 
other one after that,” 
he said. “And parallel 
with that, we’re do¬ 
ing all the design.

signed all the creatures and 
the environments.” 

Cameron said it’s import¬ 
ant that each film links 
forward to the next one in 
a satisfying way, but also 
comes to a resolution so 
that the audience isn’t left 
hanging. 

Released in 2009, Avatar 
is the highest-grossing film 
in histoiy, with a box-office 
take of nearly $2.8 billion. 

It was named best drama at 
the Golden Globes and won 
Academy Awards for 
cinematography, 
visual effects and 
art direction.

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Kidman is relishing her rare comedic role 



Paddington. Leather- 
clad, stiletto-wearing 
femme fatale character 
was written with the 
Aussie star in mind, 
director admits 


Nicole Kidman knows most 
people don’t consider her a 
comedic actress. 

In her 31-year career, her 
roles have ranged from the 
morose to the deliciously sad¬ 
istic. There are a few comedies, 
but she doesn’t get many offers 
for that type of work. 

She has won an Oscar and 
worked with Stanley Kubrick, 
Jane Campion, and Lars Von 
Trier. So how did she end up in 
a modest role as a delightfully 
villainous taxidermist in the 
children’s film Paddington, 
with a relatively unknown dir¬ 
ector at the helm? 

The answer is simple: She 
was asked. 

“The desire to run the 
gamut and be diverse is some¬ 
thing you’re taught at drama 
school,” said Kidman. “We’re 


trained in Shakespeare and 
then we’re trained in Noel 
Coward and we’re trained in 
mime classes. But a lot of times 
you’re not given the opportun¬ 
ity to explore the things you’ve 
cultivated.” 

For director Paul King, it 
was a no-brainer. But it wasn’t 
Kidman’s 1996 romantic fan¬ 
tasy romp Practical Magic that 
he was thinking of. He’d seen 
Gus Van Sant’s To Die For and 
knew Kidman had to be his 
Millicent. In the film, Millicent 
is a leather-clad, stiletto-wear¬ 
ing femme fatale who will stop 
at nothing to stuff the iconic 
talking bear from Darkest Peru 
and put him in a museum. 

“He wrote it for me. I’m not 
sure if that’s a flattering thing 
or not,” Kidman laughed. 

King, who had mostly 
worked in British television, 
knew it was a long shot. 

“You should never write for 
an actor because they’ll just 
say no. But I did have her in 
mind,” he said. 

The hard part was convin¬ 
cing eveiyone to actually put 
the script in front of Kidman. 
As King describes it, it was a 
process of being politely in¬ 


sistent. Despite all the warn¬ 
ings that Kidman was “never” 
going to say yes, as soon as 
she heard the name Padding¬ 
ton, she jumped. Kidman had 
grown up reading Michael 
Bond’s books in Australia and 


it just struck a nerve. 

Ultimately, she was the eas¬ 
iest person to cast. She signed 
on in just 12 hours. 

“You don’t often see the 
silly side of Nicole and she’s 
such a funny, easygoing per¬ 


son,” said King, who really 
put the actress to the test. On 
Day 1, she was hanging upside 
down on wires and it got more 
challenging from there. 

“I hope it gets a good re¬ 
sponse. It’s smart,” said Kid¬ 


man of the movie, excitedly 
talking about how the physical 
comedy of the CG bear makes 
her two young daughters 
“squeal with laughter.” 

The past year was not exact¬ 
ly stellar for Kidman, with mid¬ 
dling releases like the thriller 
Before I Go To Sleep and the 
historical drama The Railway 
Man, and the mysterious non¬ 
release of Grace of Monaco in 
the United States. 

“It’s sad,” said Kidman of 
the Grace Kelly drama. “I put 
so much work into it. I would 
have loved for it to have been 
embraced.” 

But Kidman insists that 
she’s “not the actor who makes 
strategic choices. If you look at 
my career, it’s pretty random.” 

She is taking the reins where 
she can. She and Reese Wither¬ 
spoon optioned the rights to 
the book Big Little Lies, which 
is in development as a limited 
series. She’s also starring in and 
producing the adaptation of the 
quirky novel The Family Fang. 

“My life is a roller coaster. 
My career is a roller coaster. 
Some people get smooth sail¬ 
ing. I never get that,” she said.

When she was younger, 
Sienna Miller was a papar¬ 
azzi magnet.

Real-life story. Taya

The wife of a famed Navy SEAL 
sniper said she struggled with 
the idea of someone playing 
the movie role of her husband, 
who was killed two years ago 
near Fort Worth, Texas. 

But Taya Kyle told The Dal¬ 


las Morning News that actor 
Bradley Cooper did an excellent 
job accurately portraying her 
husband, Chris, and the dif¬ 
ficult decisions he faced while 
fighting in Iraq and his strug¬ 
gles with determining his role 
when he returned from war. 

In the film, a subtle fa¬ 
cial tic that Cooper has as he 
looks through the scope of his 
weapon made Kyle nearly for¬ 
get she was watching an actor 
on screen, she said. “It’d be al¬ 
most like a tell in poker,” she 
said. “In a stressful situation, 
Chris would do that.” 


The movie, American 
Sniper, is based on Chris Kyle’s 
2012 memoir that recounts his 
journey from being a rodeo 
cowboy to a trained sniper 
credited with 160 kills. He was 
honourably discharged in 2009 
after 10 years of service, includ¬ 
ing four tours in Iraq. 

In February 2013, Kyle and 
his friend Chad Littlefield were 
killed at a shooting range. Ex- 
Marine Eddie Ray Routh is 
charged with capital murder, 
and authorities say he con¬ 
fessed to the killings to a Texas 
Ranger. He remains in jail in 


lieu of $3 milhon US bail. His 
trial is scheduled to start next 
month. 

Cooper and the film’s direc¬ 
tor, Clint Eastwood, visited Taya 
Kyle in Midlothian — about 25 
miles south of Dallas — before 
filming. The trio sat around and 
talked, with Kyle showing them 
her husband’s baseball caps, 
cowboy boots and the clothes 
still hanging in his closet. “It 
felt like I had a couple of friends 
over,” she said. “They were veiy 
respectful, kind and warm.”

When your cheeks are rosy 
from a day of being outside, 
nothing hits the spot like a 
comfort food classic. Plan 
ahead and let a blade roast 
slow-coolc while you warm up 
in front of the fireplace. 

1. With the rack in the mid¬ 
dle position, preheat the oven 
to 350 F (180 C). 

2. In a large ovenproof skil¬ 
let, brown the meat in half 
the oil. Season with salt and 
pepper on both sides. Set the 
meat on a plate. In the same 
skillet, soften the shallots 
with the spices in the remain¬ 
ing oil (2 tbsp/ 30 ml). Sprinkle 
with the flour and mix well. 
Deglaze with the wine. Bring 
to a boil, whisking constantly. 

3. Return the meat to the 
skillet. Add half the beef 
broth and the ketchup. Bring 
to a boil. Cover and roast in 
the oven for 3 hours. Turn 
the meat over three or four 
times during cooking and 
baste with the remaining beef 
broth. 


4. Add the carrots and pan- 
cetta around the roast. Con¬ 
tinue cooking, always cov¬ 
ered, for about 1 hour or until 
the meat is fork tender and 
the vegetables are cooked. 

5. To give a nice crust to 
braised meat, move the rack 
to the highest position of the 
oven. Set the oven to broil. 
Drain the meat and place on a 
baking sheet. Keep the sauce 
and toppings warm. Brush top 
of the roast with honey. Broil 
for about 3 minutes or until 
the surface starts to brown. 

6. Serve meat with top¬ 
pings and drizzle with 
sauce. Serve with barley.

Seahawks’ Wagner, 
Packers' Matthews go 
about being effective 
in their own ways 


If it seems as if Clay Matthews 
is omnipresent off the field, 
well, yeah. No NFL linebacker 
has a higher profile than the 
Green Bay star, thanks to his 
commercials and his flashy 
persona. 

If you barely know any¬ 
thing about Bobby Wagner, 
that’s understandable, too. 
He’s not into snazzy, leaving 
that to his Legion of Boom 
teammates in Seattle. 

On Sunday in the NFC 
championship game, their 
performances will go a long 
way toward determining 
which team goes to the Super 
Bowl. And while Matthews 
may add a touch of the osten¬ 
tatious, Wagner will do things 
far more quietly, yet just as 
fiercely. 

Indeed, he might be the 
least-ballyhooed member of 
this season’s All-Pro team. 

“With Wags, just killer 
instinct,” fellow All-Pro Earl 
Thomas said Thursday. “Some 
guys just have that nasty streak 
to him, and I want another guy 
beside me with killer instincts. 
He has that, Sherm has that, 
Kam has that, and that fired-up 
passion is contagious.” 

Essential, too, for the most 
feared defence in the league, 
one that helped the Seahawks 
win it all last year and has 
them on the verge of a repeat 
title — something not accom¬ 
plished by anyone in a decade. 


But, consistent with his na¬ 
ture, Wagner doesn’t make a 
big deal of it all. 

“My job is to be in the 
middle of eveiything,” said the 
2012 second-round draft pick 
from Utah State. “Also, the sig¬ 
nal caller, making sure every¬ 
body’s in the right spot, mak¬ 
ing adjustments when I need 


to, being as vocal as I possibly 
can on the field.” 

The Packers will show up at 
CentuiyLink Field with a good 
but not great defence. Indeed, 
its only consistent playmaker 
is Matthews, who made his 
fifth Pro Bowl in six seasons by 
being a factor at outside and 
inside linebacker. 


Matthews has displayed 
throughout his six pro sea¬ 
sons he is much more than a 
media star capable of ripping 
on himself in TV ads. He’s ca¬ 
pable of ripping apart offen¬ 
sive schemes, and his value in 
Green Bay has been increased 
with how co-ordinator Dom 
Capers used him in 2014. 

When Capers began mov¬ 
ing Matthews around in the 
Packers’ alignments, it caused 
opponents to guess — some¬ 
thing no offence or quarter¬ 
back is comfortable with. Mat¬ 
thews had 6-1/2 sacks in his 
final four games and 11 for the 
season, the associated press
